That Garfield ever promised Conkling that 
Merritt should not be disturbed in the Col- 
lectorship, or that Conkling and Platt should 
be consulted on this question, is authorita- 
tively denied. It is stated by the friends of 
Gartield that he never made such an 
assertion, or gave Conkling any ground 
or reason to invent such an assertion. The 
President, on the contrary, was not willing that 
the whole patronage of New York State should 
be put into the bands of Conkling, as had been 
the case under previous Repubiican Adminis- 
trations. Robertson was the leader of the inde- 
pendeat movement in New York which broke 
away from Conkling and refused 

TO VOTE FOR GRANT IN CHICAGO, 
Io the New York State Convention, in 1880, 
Robertson refused to give a pledge to vote 
tor Grant, and Conkling did not dare to 
accept the issue and move not to consent 
to the election of Robertson as a delegate 
from bis district to Chicago.

Senator CoxxLixd yesterday committed 
the greatest sensation of his life,—he resigned 
the office of Senator, making Mr. Platt do 
the same. The Legislature of New York be- 
mg in session, the vacancies will be filled 
two weeks hence, and of course Mr. Conkling 
resigns under a conviction that he will be re 
elected, and will go back to the Senate in- 
dorsed by the Legislature of New York. 

Mr. Conkling, in fact, considering himself 
the political proprietor of the State of New 
York, and especially of the Republican party, 
ostensibly appeals from the President and 
from the Senate to his “ faithful commons” 
to sustain him. 

The two Senators have not the slightest 
shadow of a substantial issue on which to 
resign. They opposed the confirmation of 
Judge Robertson simply because of a per- 
sonal difference between him and Mr. Conk- 
ling. His ability and purity of character are 
universally conceded, and his appointment 
to any other office would not be opposed. 
Mr. Conkling claims that it is necessary for 
his own political success that he should have 
a personal friend in the office of Collector of 
Customs in New York City, and hence he 
claims that the President and the Senate shall 
not appoint Robertson, who is not his per- 
sonal friend, to that office. The Presi- 
dent and a majority of the Senate 
having decided to make this. appoint 
ment, Conkling has resigned (with Platt, 
who is merely his shadow) and asks the Leg- 
islature of New York to sustain him. This 
is the sole issue on which he resigns. The 
President alone is vested by the Constitution 
with the power ot appointment; the Senate 
as an entire body is vested with the power to 
contirm the nomination; the President and 
the Senate having united in the exercise of 
their constitutional powers, Mr. Conkling ap- 
peals to the Republicans of the New York 
Legislature to rebuke the President and re- 
buke the Senate,—and especially rebuke the 
Republican Senators because they refuse to 
abdicate their constitutional authority at the 
bidding and to gratify a personal spite of the 
Senator from New York. This is the issue 
on which these Senators have resigned 
and on which they ask a reélection. 
At best, the issue is one in which the State of 
New York is asked to array itself in direct 
hostility to the thirty-seven other States of 
the Union. It is an issue between two Sen- 
ators and seventy-four other Senators. It is 
an issue in which two Senators claim the 
prerogative of dictating to the seventy-four 
other Senators, including those of both par- 
ties, as to how they shall vote upon a ques- 
tion committed to them under the Constitu- 
tion. The fact that the Collector of Customs 
in New York City has been used by Mr. 
Conkling to control the party politics of that 
State in his personal interest furnishes no 
reasonj why the President and the Sen- 
ate. shall ignore all other interests 


and considerations; on the contrary, the 


fact that the patronage of that office 
has been for many years used to debauch the 
politics of the State and to enable Mr. Conk- 
ling to sacrifice other Republicans his equals 
intellectually and in every respect, to gratify 
his personal hates, is an all-sufficient reason 
why the President and Senate should refuse 
to have the office so used any longer.

CONKLING ABANDONS THE REPUBLIC- 
AN PARTY. 

Mr. Roscoe Conkling has declared war. 
He has not only resigned the office of Sena- 
tor, but has appealed to the New Yok Leg- 
islature to become his ally, and also declare 
war upon the President by reélecting him 
and Platt to the places they have resigned. 
Mr. Conkling is not the man to take desperate 
chances. He lacks the courage to make an 
open and magnanimous contest. That he 
did not resign until he had obtained 
reasonable assurances that the machine in 
New York would stand by him, is hardly to 
be doubted. He resigns, therefore, not to go 
before the people or even the Republican 
party of New York; he resigns to a caucus 
or organization of his personal followers, 
upon whose personal allegiance he can de- 
pend and whose fidelity he has tested. 


The letter of Mr. Conkling fails to give any 
justification for this proceeding. It isa 
piece of consummate egotism. He addresses 
the New York Legislature with the same 
confidence that a Southern planter in former 
times might have addressed his overseers and 
chattels. 

The letter which Mr. Conkling addressed 
to the President, signed by himself, Platt, 
Vice-President Arthur, and Mr. James, was 
as insulting and as meanly insinuating as its 
author could make it. It was a demand that 
the nomination of Mr. Robertson should be 
withdrawn. No man can read this letter 
without instinctively applauding the Presi- 
dent for his refusal to comply with a 
demand intended upon its face to be 
a personal insult to the President. Nor 
is his attempt to blacken Mr. Rob- 
ertson’s character by denouncing his re- 
fusal to vote for Gen. Grant at the Chicago 
Convention any more creditable to his Re- 
publicanism than itis to his manners as a 
gentleman. It is malignant in the extreme. 
The Chicago Convention decided by an over- 
whelming majority that every delegate 
should be free to vote as his conscience and 
judgment dictated. This decision emanci- 
pated twenty-three of the New York dele- 
gates, as many of the Pennsylvania dele- 
gates, and a number of Illinois delegates, 
This was the action of the Republican party 
in National Convention. It was the action of 
the party in the presence and hearing of Mr. 
Conkling. One of these delegates, thus 
recognized as a freeman by the Republican 
National Convention, was Mr. ‘Robertson. 

If Mr. Conkling proposes to exclude all the 
Republicans of the country who refused to 
do his bidding at the Chicago Convention, 
then Mr. Conkling proposes to disrupt and 
destroy the Republican party. 

After six weeks of vain eudeavor to bully 

and beg the Republicans of the Senate to aid 
him in defeating the nomination of Robert- 
son, Conkling now threatens the Republican 
party of the country with defeat ; 
resignation is a demand that the 
Republicans of the New York Legislature 
shall resleet him, that he may return to the 
Senate to defy and to embarrass the Repub- 
lican President and the Republican Senate. 
He notifies the Legislature that unless re- 
elected he will divide the party in New 
York, and thus divide and defeat it in the 
country.

EX-SENATOR CONKLING’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Several important announcements came 
from Washington yesterday. Of course the 
most sensational was that of Mr. Conklins's 
resignation from the United States Senate. 
There were two other statements, however, 
which were of the nature of a singular and 
significant coincidence, and suggested u grand 
opportunity for ex-Senator Conkling to 
appeal to the country for a popular verdict 
upon his assumed grievance. 

First, itis announced on the authority of 
Senator Logan that Gen. Grant has decided 
never again to pres#lit himself as a candidate 
for President. Senator Logan is reported as 
saying that he heard Gen. Grant make the 
declaration in such a manner as to render it 
certain that he will not change his mind. 

Second, a gentleman very near to Secretary 
Blaine told a reporter the very same day 
that Blaine has abandoned all his Presi- 
dential aspirations, and tliat his ambition is 
now confined to promote the success of Gar- 
tield’s first Administratiop and go as Minister 
to England during the second Administra- 
tion if Garfield shall be reélected. 

This leaves a fair field for ex-Senator Conk- 
ling to enter the lists as a Presidential candi- 
date, antagonizing Garfield’s renomination 
and reélection as the basis of his own candi- 
dacy. If there were a number of formidable 
candidates in the field it might not be fair to 
submit the issue between Garfield and Conk- 
ling to such a test. But the retirement of 
Grant and Blaine from future contests will 
eliminate all confusing elements. Garfield 
may properly be regarded as a candidate for 
reélection. Hayes was a single exception to 
the rule that all men, once elected Presidout, 
hope to be re@lected. If Garfield be a candl- 
date, he will probably be the only competitor 
Mr. Conkling will have to encounter. The 
candidacy of Secretary Lincoln, which has 
been chiefly advertised by Mr. Murat Hal- 
stead, has not yet matured, and will pot ma- 
ture if Mr. Conkling shall declare himself a 
candidate. If circumstances shall arise to 
prevent President Garfield from being a can- 
didate, then it will be Mr. Conkling against 
the field, with no very prominent man con- 
testing the prize of the Republican nomina- 
tion. He could not in reason ask a better 
chance than such a situation wculd give him. 

It is to be presumed that Mr. Conkling has 
sentin his own resignation and that of his 
assistant Senator, Mr. Platt, with the ex- 
pectation that they will be reélected to the 
Senate by the New York Legislature. He 
may possibly be disappointed in this. But 
even reélection to the Senate would be only 
a partial and local triumph. Such an event 

would simply indicate that a Legisiature 
chosen under the political reign of Senator 
Conkling in New York had done his bidding 
atacritical moment. At the most, it would 
merely mean that the State of New York, so 
far as its present Legislature represents the 
people of that State, had stood by Senator 
Conkling in an issue he had brought on with 
the President of the United States. But 
there are are thirty-seven other States in the 
Union besides New York. He would have 
no vindication or promise of support from 
the rest of the country. President Garfjeld 
would still be in a position to say that he rep- 
resents all the States in an Executive capaci- 
ty, and that he can see no sufficient reason 
why he should surrender his powers to Sen- 
ator Conkling at the manipulated instruc- 
tions of a single State. In fact, Mr. Conk- 
ling, in the event of his re@lection to the 
Senate, will only reoceupy the place he has 
just abandoned. Nothing less than a Na- 
tional indorsement will assure him the pres- 
tige and authority he covets. 

The issue between Garfield and Conkling 
is in every sense National. If it be confined 
to the mere appointment of Judge Robert- 
son as Collector at New York, it must be 
remembered that the office is not a State 
office, but an office under the General Gov- 
ernment,—that it is not the people of New 
York alone, but the people of the whole 
country who are interested in the adminis- 
tration of the Customs Sérvice at New York 
City, where the great bulk of all the imports 
are received. But Conkling's quarrel with 
the President covers a broader space than 
the New York Custom-Ilouse occupies. It 
Iuvolves the question whether or not the 
exercise of the appointing power shall in 
every case be subject to veto by the State 
“‘ambassadors.” It is a test whether or 
not the executive power of the General 
Government shall be surrendered to the leg- 
islative power, with the understanding that 
two members of one branch of the Legisla- 
ture shallin rotation have the privilege of 
dictating how this power shall be used. This 
is 80 comprehensive an issue that it cannot 
be fairly or determinately decided within the 
confines of a single State. It is not the Leg- 
islature of New York but the people of the 
United States who must pass judgment upon 
this question. 

Under the conditions we have described, it 
will be small business for Mr. Conkling to 
content himself with such a vindication as 
he may be able to extort from the New York 
Legislature. Such a verdict will not advance 
him either in power or the estimation of the 
country. A man of his colossal ambi- 
tion and serene self-esteem should take 
an appeal to the American people. 
He should refuse reflection to the 
Senate even if he could get it, and declare 
himself a candidate for the Revublican nom- | 


three years in which to prosecute his claims. 
There will be time enough for him to give 
vent to his grievance on the stump in every 
State in the Union. He has the ability to 
explain with great ingenuity his own side of 
the case. He will start out with the backing 
of the “Old Guard.” He will have no oppo- 
sition from the formidable candidates of the 
last two struggles.

ONE MAN’S POWER. 

It is not to be denied that Senator Conk- 
ling has exereised a remarkable and mys- 
terious Influence ia the past over men who 
have been near to him. There has been a 
singular willingness to obey him in his most 
extravagant and unreasonable exactions 
amoung those who have fattened upon his 
favor. It is well known that after his disap- 
pointment at Chicago he was disposed to 
frown upon the nomination of Arthur as 
Vice-President, and it was believed that 
Arthur would have declined the distinction— 
though it was far beyond anything his fond- 
est hopes had pictured—had not Conkling 
withdrawn his opposition to Arthur’s nom- 
ination. When the imperious leader re- 
turned to New York he put his veto 
upon Gov. Oornell’s candidacy for the 
United States Senate, and that gentleman, 
though Governor of the State and him- 
self a political potver, was obliged to sur- 
render his ambition to suit the whim of the 
„Boss.“ When Gartield tendered the position 
of Secretary of the Navy to Mr. Morton, the 
latter was wild with delight. He wanted to 
go into the Cabinet, and was not very par- 
ticular as te the place. His family coveted 
the social position which a Cabinet place car- 
ties with it. But Conkling told Morton he 
must not accept, and Morton consented to be 
exiled to France rather than offend the im- 
perious Senator. And now Platt, who has 
just been elected to the Senate without Conk- 
ling’s special assistance, who never expected 
to climb so high on the ladder of distinction, 
and whose chances for reélection are not 
nearly so good as Conkiine’s, resigns be- 
cause Conkling orders him to do so. 

All these and other similar instances that 
might be cited are undoubtedly evidences of 
an exceptional power for one man to exer- 
cise over his immediate surroundings. This 
power has heretofore been something of a 
mystery. Conkling’s latest move may pre- 
pare the way for explaining it. If 
Conkling has overreached himself in the 
present case, if he shall fail to 
be reélected to the Senate as he expects, if it 
shall turn out that he bas rushed upon his 
own political death and damnation in a 
frenzy of arrogant folly, perhaps the won- 
derful and mysterfous influence he has exer- 
cised over others may disappear. Perhaps 
he will cease to be the Warwick of New York 
when he ceases to be United States Senator 
and fails to find consolation in any other 
equal distinction at the hands of the people. 
It may be that it has been Mr. Conkling’s po- 
sition and the selfish, overbearing, and arro- 
gant manner in which he has used it, instead 
of the personal will or magnetism of the 
Senator himself, which has enabled him to 
manipulate men like puppets. 2x-Senator 
Conkling may not be so much of a power in 
New York or elsewhere as Senator Conkling 
was. The result will show.

DOUBLE-HEADED GOVERNMENTS. 

There is a controversy just now raging be- 
tween the City of Chicago, represented by the 
Mayor and the Comniissioner of Public 
| Works, on the one hand and the Board of 
County Commissioners on the other hand. 
Out of this controversy has grown a lawsuit, 
These two Governments represent substan- 
tially the same people and the same taxable 
property. The controversy is that the Coun- 
ty Hospital building, which is located in the 
city, is supplied with water from the city 
works. The city demands that the county 
shall pay for the water used in the hospital, 
and the County Government, regarding the 
hospital as a public charity, sustained by 
public taxation, open and free to all, insists 
that it should not pay any tax for the water 
consumed, The Water Department claims 
that it is entitled to its revenue, and gave 
orders that the water be cut off from the hos- 
pital; whereupon the county has procured a 
temporary injunction prohibiting any such 
arbitrary action. 

There is nothing more demoralizing to all 
good and responsible Governments than 
„Board or Department” authority. Every 
Board seems to regard itself as invested with 
a sort of “sovereignty,” under which it lords 
it over other Boards with an insolence and 
an offensiveness which are proportionate to 
its own insignificance. The Board of Edu- 
eation betrays a jealousy of all other depart- 
ments of the Government which could not 
be greater if the fifteen gentlemen compos- 
ing that body paid the $800,000 to $900,000 
they expend for school purposes every year 
out of their own pocket, and were therefore 
entitled tospeak and actas from a proprietary 
interest. The action of this Board towards 
the Public Library is a striking instance of 
the total ignoring of public interests under 
the technical authority by which the one 
Board maintained its independence of the 
General Government of the city. 

The present controversy between the city 
and county is another case. The gentlemen 
who manage the Water Fund of the city act 
as if the water of the city was their private 
property, and they look upon Cook County 
as aforeign Government, alien oy blood, 
language, religion, morals, habits, customs, 
and dress, engaged in the nefarious scheme 
of robbing the several gentlemen in charge 
of the Water Fund of a portion of the lawful 
revenue accruing to them as a result of their 
industry, enterprise, and skill. Hence, last 
week they marshaled a strong force of able- 
budied men to invade the public hospital and 
take from the fevered inmates of that estab- 
lishment the cooling draught of water. 

It is true, indeed itis not denied, that the 
hospital is a public institution, free and 
open to every citizen of Chicago; that it is 
maintained at public cost from the proceeds 
of taxation; that of its inmates nine-tenths or 
more are residents of the city; and that 
water is as essential as air to the sick and 
afflicted inmates. All this is admitted, but 
technically the institution is a county“ es- 
tablishment, belonging to a foreign Govern- 
ment, and hence the city authorities demand 
that the county“ shall pay for the water 
used in the public hospital. 

Financially the difference is one of too 
great magnitude to be disregarded by one 
‘* Department” in its dealings with angther 
Dranch of the same Local Government. It 
operates thus: The inhabitants of Chicago 
tax themselves annually for the use of the 
water, and this tax produces a large surplus, 
which is employed to pay for extension of 
the service to new consumers. The result is 
that the number of consumers 1 the sur- 
plus revenue increase every year. The pop- 
ulation of the city is five times that of the 
portion of the county outside of the city. 
The taxes of the city and county stand in the 
proportion perhaps of $9in that portion of 
the county in the city to $1 in that part out 
of the city. If the demands of the city in 
this case shall be insisted upon, the County 


Board will have to include in its annual levy 
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The tax will be for $1,000; for 
costs of collection, ete.. : . 
The Clerk in extending this tax will appor- 
tion on personal and real p in the city 
nine-tenths of the whole, say $1,125, and 
upon the property outside of the city $125. 
When the revenue is collected $1,000 will be 
paid over to the Water Department and the 
remainder be divided among Clerks, Assess- 
ors, Collectors, and others. The outcome of 
all this will be that the taxpayers in the city 
will pay $1,125 tax to pay the city $1,000 for 
the use of water by the County Hospital! 

Will the taxpayers of the city explain 
wherein they are benefited by taxing them- 
selves $1,126 annually to pay $1,000 into the 
Water Fund? Now, this is the practical 
outcome of this lawsuit between the city and 
county. It is simply ridiculous, and could 
only originate under a system of dual gov- 
ernments where each thinks its most impor- 
tant function is to scalp the other. 

If the Council have the power, let it at the 
next meeting remit all charges for water fur- 
nished the free public hospital.

LITICS IN UTAH. 

Gen. M. M. Baie, recently ounfirmed as 
Receiver of Public Money in Utah, and a 
resident in Salt Lake during the past five 
years, is now in the city en route to the 
scene of his puble labors. He confirms what 
has been stated before as to the tucreasing 
prosperity of the Territory and the good pros 
pect for business there, and also confirms 
what Tux CurcaGo Trittune has so fre- 
quently urged—namely: that Utah would be 
one uf the most prosperous of all our West- 
ern Territories, if polygamy could be sup- 
pressed, and there could be a political divis- 
ion. The Mormon Church, with its tremen- 
dous moral power and its great wealth, 
which has been accumulated through tith- 


ings, dictates and dominates politics, There | 


are no political parties. There are entire 
counties in which not a single Gentile vote 
is cast. One Church candidate is nominated 
for each office, municipal and legislative, and 
that candidate receives the entire Mormon 
vote. There is no opposition, unless the Gen- 
tiles go through the empty form of making a 
nomination. Not only all the Mormon males 
vote, but all the Mormon females, as soon as 
they are married and registered; and as the 
only hope a Mormon woman has of Heaven 
depends upon her marriage, and as the more 
wives a Mormon has the more exalted he is 
and the surer the whole harem is of guing to 
Heaven, it will be easily seen that this class 
of voters multiply very rapidly. The result 
of all this is that Utah is politically solid, as 
solid, and even more so, than the most solid 
State in the South, and as hopeless of polit- 
ical growth, purity, or reform, until these 
solid ranks are broken. 

The remedy for this, in the judgment of 
Gen. Kane, is division at the ballot-box, and 
that division he thinks can be accomplished 
by an act of Congress severely punishing 
polygamy and disfranchising polygamists. 
The present act is inoperative because it is 
required to prove the ceremony of marriage, 
which is performed in secret in the Endow- 
ment House, but if it were only required to 
prove the offense by common repute and the 
tact of cohabitation, as it is elsewhere, the 
the law could be enforced. If, in addition to 
this, the old polygamists were disfranchised, 
if they were driven out of office and forbid- 
den to hold them, or to sit upon juries or 
deliver evidence, it would give the young 
men a chance, and they are inclined to- 
wards monogamy. At present they act- 
ually know nothing about politics, and 
many of them never heard a dis- 
cussion of political affairs. Association 
with Gentiles, however, and contact with 
American civilization Is making them rest- 
less. They hold no official positions, and be- 
gin to feel they have that right. If the way 
were opened for them by the disfranchise- 
ment of the polygamists, they would make a 
revolution in politics, and the solid ranks of 
the Church would be broken. Until guch 1 
division is made, nothing can be done to re- 
lieve the intolerable burden which bears 
down upon Utah so grievously. The almost 
unanimous sentiment of the people of the 
country, jomed to the emphatic recommend- 
ations of the President himself in his in- 
augural, ought to suggest to Congress the 
importance of coming to the relief of the 
people of Utan who are not the slaves of the 
Mormon Church, of reforming its system of 
polities, and of wiping out forever the ab- 
horrent system of polygamy.

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SUPERINTENDENT Jackson, of Castle 
Garden, estimates that the arrivals of em!- 
grants at the portof New York this year may 
reach 600.000. The arrivals for the first four 
months of last year and the oo ponding 
period of this year, with the countries from 
which the immigrants came, as shown by re- 
turns to the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, were as follows:

The insolent pettishness and the puerile 
arrogauce which have united to cloud bis emi- 
nent ability and misdirect bis powerful energies, 
rise to the most conspicuous hight in any point 
of view, and his conduct is susceptible of many 
interpretations. The act is contemptible and 
unworthy. It would bea mistake to suppose 
that any single motive has influenced his action. 
He has probably been guided by several con- 
siderations, only differing in the degree of un- 
worthiness from the petty spite of a grown-up 
child to the seitish shrewdness of an intrigying 
politician. The pettiest motives are most con- 
spicuous in his conduct. Of course, Senator 
Conkling bas not resigned, without making sure 
of reélection by the New York Legisiature, 
without a well-grounded confidence that that 
body would stuitiry itself, indorsing bis opposi- 
tion to Robertson after almost uoanimous ap- 

roval of Robertson's nomination. This puts 

is actin the curious light of an appeal from 
the United States Senate to the Legisia- 
ture of New York upon the question 
of the right of Senators tq control 
Federal appointments raised between him- 
self and the Adiinistration. There is no 
more shining example of colossal impudence in 
Conkling's career than this. He bas had a quar- 
rel with the President, arising outof his attempt 
to invade the President's prerogative. He ap- 
peais to the Senate to sustain and is beaten. 
Then he applies, forsooth, to the Legislature of 
one of the States of the Union. It be should ap- 
peal to the County Board of Albany County for 
a triumphant vindication, he would appear 
scarcely more ridiculous than he appears now. 
He has thrown away the last sbred of his dignity 
as a Senator, and bis reputation asa man of or- 
dinary common sense.” 

MEMPHIS, TENN.

Avalanche says: Conkiing has seen the error 
of his ways and resigns.

The strikers are evidently discour- 
aged, and but few of them entertain hopes of 
gairing any concession whatever from the rall- 
roads. A committee of strikers called upon 
General Superintendent Jeffery, of the IIlinois

AN INTERESTING EXHIBIT. 

A committee appointed by the trunk lines 
made a report to the Joint Executive Committee 
at the late meeting in New York regarding the 
St. Louis barge lines and the diversion of busi- 
ness via New Orleans. The report, taking the 
rates of March 28 as a basis, shows that it costs 
but’ 46.24 cents per bushel of corn from St. 
Louis to Liverpool via the barge lines and New 
Orleans, while it costs by rail from St. Louis via 
New York 60.44 cents, leaving a difference in 
favor of the Mississippi River route of nearly 
14 cents per bushel. 

During the winter months, of course, St. 
Louis has the advantage as long as the roads 
charge so much higher rates than is charged by 
the barge lines, but during the summer mon 
Chicago must necessarily keep its as 
cendency, and bas nothing to tear 
from the Mississtool River competition.

the advantage over St. Louis of nearly eight 
cents per bushel. As the season advances Chi- 
cago’s advantage will be still greater, as the 
lake rate will decrease and also the luke insur- 
ance, while the rates via New Orleans wil! in- 
crease on account of the increased danger from 
damage to the property, caused by the hot 
weather wuich proveits along the Mississippi 
River route. Ali this., however, goes to show 
that the jake and river 2 is proving 
dangerous to the interests of the railroads, and 
if they mean todo a profitable business hére- 
after they must make a substantial reduction in 
the rates to meet that competition. Hereto- 
fore the trunk lines could afford to keep up the 
rates, for, although they got but little during the 
summer, they bad the feld to themselves during 
the winter. But since the establishment of the 
St. Louis barge lines A. will have to meet the 
lake competition from Chicago during the sum- 
mer andthe river competition from St. Louis 
during the winter. This makes it impossibie 
forthe Eastern trunk lines to stick to their de- 
cision of keeping the Summer rate on grain at 
the basis of cents per 100 pounds from Chicago 
to New Yurk and the winter rate at 4 cents. 
The lines east from St. Louis and those east 
from Chicago will be the principal sufferers 
from this competition. it does not effect the 
roads west of St. Louis and Chicago at all, be- 
cause they will bave to bring the business that 
goes via the barge lines to St. Louis, and that 
which goes via the lake lines to Chicago, ‘I'he 
trunk lines east from Buffalo and other 
lake ports will also be able to stand 
it, as they get a good deal of 
business from the luke lines at those ports, and 
the higher the all- rail rate the larger will be 
their proportion on the business they receive 
from the lakes. But where will the lines east 
from St. Louis and Chicago get their business 
from with rail rates so much higher than lake 
and river rates? If the present policy of keep- 
ing up bigh rail rates prevails, the Michigan 
Central, Luke Shore, Fort Wayne, Baltimure & 
Onio, Vandudia. Indianapolis & St. Louis, Ohio 
& Mississippi, and other lines will die of starva- 
tion, and tbeir securities will not be worth the 
paper they are writton upon. It is about time 
that these roads awake to the emergency and 
take steps that willsave them from utter ruin.

SHRINGFIELD, LL, May 14.—In the United 
States Circuit Court to-day a final decree was 
rendered in the case of The Union Trust Com- 
pany of New York vs. the Cairo & St. Louis 
Railroad Company. The suit was originally 
brought by the Union Trust Company in 1877, 
the road having been mortgaged to the Com- 
pany in 1870 in trust for the first mortgage bond- 
holders, the principal of the indebtedness at 
that time being $2,500,000. When the bill for 
foreclosure was filed by Messrs. Judd & White- 
house, of Chicago, attorneys for the bond- 
holders, they asked for the appointment of 
a Receiver,ana H. W. Smithers was appuinted 
by the Court Dec. 6, 1877. Since that time Mr. 
Smithers has been operating the road under or- 
der of the Court. The railroad company has 
defaulted in the payment of the interest almost 
from the time the mortgage was given. So the 
total indebtedness has cow reached the enor- 
mous sum of $4,301,157.53, and a decree for that 
sum was given to-day. The decree pro- 
vides that if the amount of the 
judgment is not paid in ten days 
the road shall be sold under the mortgage. It is 
altogether improbable that the Kailroad Compa- 
ny will be able to pay olf the indebtedness with- 
in the required time, and the day of the sale has 
been set for the l4thof July inthis city. Dur- 
ing the pendency of this suit intervening pe- 
titions for the payment of minor claims agegre- 
gating $70,000 have been filed.

The supply of out- 
door cucumbers is from New Orleans, but Cin- 
cinnati is sending a large supply raised under 

lass. Cabbage, new beets, and squash are 

ing supplied by Louisiana. 

Taken altogether the vegetable market was 
considered dull, and the incoming of a big flood 
of strawberries was looked forWard to on South 
Water street to improve the condition of trade. 


THE BREWERS. 
AT THEY THINK OF THE DEMAND FOR MORE 
WAGBS. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called yesterday after- 
noon at the brewery of Bartholomae & Leicht, 
on Sedgwick street, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether the firm had been waited upon 
by the Committee appointed at the mass-meet- 
ing of brewers held Sunday afternoon. Mr. 
Burtholomae, the senior member of the firm, 
was found in front of his place, and he stated 
that no raise of wages had been asked of them 
either by the Committee or by their men as yet. 

“Do youthink that your employés will de- 
mand this raise of $10 per month on all sal- 
aries?” asked the reporter. 

“I do not. We gave our men a raise about 
May 1, aud they appeared to be perfectly sat- 
istied with it.” 

* What do you pay your men? 

It depends entirely upon what they do. No 
man in our employ gets less than $45 per month, 
and some we pay as high as Stu.“ 

The men complain of long hours. How long 
are they worked?” 

“Ob, there is nothing to that. They do not 
have to work more than ten hours a day. They 
have a long luncb hour at noon, and during the 
day they have all the free beer they want. The 
drinking takes time, you know, too. If any man 
wants to go down-town on an errand he is allowed 
to do 80, and be is not docked for the time he is 
away. Ifoneof our employés is injured about 
the building or falls sick, we pay his hospital ex- 

uses and nis pay goes right on. Up-stairs we 

ave a dormitory for our single mem, and they 
sleep there without expense.’ 

Mr. Bartholomar then showed the reporter a 
large, roomy apartment on the second floor of 
the brewery, where comfortable-looking singie 
beds were ranged along the wall. You see,” 
he said. our men do not fare very badly.“ 

“What do you think the Chicago brewers will 
do about the step taken at the Sunday meet- 
ung? asked the reporter. 

*[am of the opinion that most of them think 
the preseat rate of waves and length of hours 
all that is necessary, aud do not believe there 
will be a general acvession to the demand. The 
meeting was not strictly a brewers’ meeting. 
The ringleaders are brewers, but the majority of 
those present were common laborers, who think 
they can make money by astrike. I don’t think 
the attempt will be successful, though.” 

AT SEIPP’S BREWERY 
it was learned that they bad expected no stop- 
page, having made a satisfactory com promise 
with their meu. They had read in Tux Tinu 
of the meeting held Sunday, and, without wait- 


ing to be approached by a committee, they 


asked their men yesterday what wages would be 
satisfactory. As they bad been advanced $5 a 
month a week ago, the men asked for $5 addi- 
tional. This tigure was accepted, but no reduc- 
tion was made in the number of working bours, 
the men not lnsisting on this point. It seems 
that ulthougu the men are on duty for fourteen 
hours, yet it is not continuous work. The men 
are allowed an bour each for breakfast and 
dinner and haif an hour for lunch, besides 
there are always odd times when they are at 
leisure. The mait-house men have not asked 
ao advance, but their stoppage would be of lit- 
tle importance at present, as the suinmer sup- 
ply of malt is already nearly all stowed, when 
that work will cease. There are 150 men em- 
ployed at Seipp's. 

At Keely’s no action had been taken, but they 
would be governed by the decision of the larger 
establishments. Mr. Keely thought the men 
entitied to an advance. 

At Downer & Bemis’ seventy-five men are 
employed. The proprietors bad not been pre- 


sented with the petition as yet, and did not 


know what they should do about it. They have 
been paying good wages right through the hard 
times, and thought it an inopportune time for 
an increase of wages, especially since owing to 


a cutthroat policy that the brewers have adopted 


beer is sold at a mere trifie above cost. They 
thought a meeting of the brewers should be held 
to consider the question ofgwages. 


THE DEATH-RATE. 
A HEAVY MORTALITY. ’ 

There were 361 deaths in the city last week, 
according to the report of the Registrar of Vital 
Statistics, while the week previous the deaths 
aggregated 300, being an increase of 61. In 1880, 
for the corresponding week, the deaths were byt 
178, and in the same period of 1879 but 138. Of 
the decedents, 191 were males and 170 females. 
There were 230 children under 5 years of age, 
and the annual death-rate is inthe proportion of 
37.30 annually to each 1,000 of the population. 

There were 8 deaths from accidents; from 
asthina, 2; asthenia, 2; abortion, 1; Bright's dis- 
ease, 3; bronchitis, 4; capillary bronchitis, 6; 
sunstroke, 2; delirium tremens, 1; infantile con- 
vulsions, 0; diphtheria, 9; diarrhea,5; congenital 
debility, 2; enteritis,16; eatiro-colitis, 9; scariet- 
fever. 7; tvphuid-fever, 4; cerebro-spinal fever, 
25; wustritis, 3: gastro-enteritis, 8; meningitis, 11; 
spinal meningitis, 7; tubercular meningitis, 2; 
measies,9; consumption, 19; pneumonia, 10; bron- 
cho- pneumonia, 2; pleuro-pneumouia, 2; smail- 
pox, II; croup, 6; cholera infantum, 24. 

One of the most startling things to be noticed 
in the above is the fact that 20 children under 
5 years feli victims to various maladies, nearly 
nipe-tenths of which were due to flitù or pre- 
ventible diseases. Diarrheal diseases alone 
carried off sixty-four children, while cerebro- 
spinal fever caused twenty-five deaths. From 
infantile convulsions and nervous diseases 
awong children there were seventy-six deaths. 
A portion of this great mortality is attrib- 
utable to the hot weather. A part 
of the result is explained by the fact 
that Sunday a week ago was a very hot day. 
Many mothers who were nursing infants at the 
breast took out their children, and their milk 
became overbeated. As un evidence of this, the 
greatest mortality among infants was apparent 
on Tuesday and Wednesday last. Of course, 
mothers nursing infants should not remain in- 
doors upon a hot day, but they should not nurse 
their children while overbeated and immediate- 
lv after great pnysical exertion. The heated 
milk causes cholera-infantum and kindred dis- 
eases. A little care in this may prevent fatal 
results. There never was a season known when 
diseases were more fatal among children than 
this year. as is shown by the death-rate. Some 
Physicians claim that the poison is in the 
atmospbere. There can be no doubt of 
that, but the poison which  exiéts 
in our atmosphere is largely a home 
production, caused by flithy streets and more 
horribly, filthy alleys. Notwithstanding all that 
is being done to clean the streets, the scavenger 
service scemnms to be very bad iu many portions 
of the city. Complaints are made that these 
same scavengers are dumping their garbage and 
ashes in the middie of the streets, thus ad 
to the unhealthy smells. 

Yesterday there were fifty-one burial permits 
issued, and Dr. De Woif thinks that the rate will 
be less to-day because of the continued l- 
ness of the atmosphere. He holds that the hot 
weather hasteus deaths because uf nervous ex- 
haustion of physically weak persons. 

SMALL- POX. 

The man Wilison, who keeps a laundry at 3343 
State street, who concealed a case of esmall- Dbox 
in his house, was down at the Health Office — 
terday to explain matters, but only made them 
worse. The Health Officers did not authorize 
him to take down the card from his house; on 
the contrary, be was charged before Justice 
Wallace Saturday with having concealed a case 
of smail-pox. He acted 8 and crim- 
jually,in secreting a case in a distfict where’ 
smuii-pox has been scattered by similar practice 
of a neighbor. Willison ran bis laundry, handled 
the clothing brought to it, and from his 
house to ois work at all hours of the day. 
There was unother case reported from this in- 
fected district yesterday, at is State street, 
diagonally opposit the laundry. It is hard to 
tell how much infection has been spread by 
gross negiect in this locality. 
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FORFEITED BONDS. 
A REFORM PROMISED. 

The calling of attention in these columns to 
the looseness which has prevailed in the Crim- 
inai Court in dealing with forteited bonds seems 
to have had the effect of stirring up the State's 
Attorney, Sheriff, Judges, an@ everybody else 
connected with the matter, and yesterday they 
were determined to turn over a new leaf, and 
to commence a systematic raid upon bondsmen 


who have seen fit to step in between criminals 


and the law, and who have failed to respond 
when called upon. 
In reference to the collection of forfeitures in 


the past, Mr. Mills confessed that he had not 


been as active as he might have been, but did 
not think that he was entirely and alone at 
fault.

For instance, a person might be sick, 
and in such a case it might be unjust to make 
him pay the costs.“ 

From Mr. Mills the reporter went to 

SHERIFF MANN 

to talk over the same subject. He was giad to 
see the matter of forfeited bonds stirred up, 
and expressed the belief that the effect woulda 
be good. If persons were given to understand, 
he said, that when they went on a bond it 
meant that they must turn up the defendant 
when he was wanted, or pay the amount of the 
bond, they would be more careful in signing 
bonds. He hoped Mr. Mills and the Judges 
would make it warm for the bailing fraternity, 
and when executions came into his hands he 
would push their satisfaction with all possible 
vigor. 

After these interviews, which are decidedly 
encouraging as sbowinga determination, sud- 
denly reached, toimprove upon the past. the re- 
porter took a glance at the records for last year. 
He found that out of ail the forfeitures of the 
year, which must have aggregated from 850.000 
to $100,000,— most likely the latter figure, —judg- 
ment was entered to the amount of about kik 
000 only, of which $2,200 was set aside on pay- 
mentof costs. The records fail to show, how- 
ever, that a singie execution was ever satis- 
fled, or any part of one, notwithstanding 
a levy appears to have been made in some cases. 
The defauits in which judgment has not been 
entered for 1830 will, of course, be looked up at 
once, and while the broom is at work it might not 
be amiss to look again after the unsatisfied judg- 
ments, some ot which should certainly be good 
if proper care was taken in accepting bonds. 
All that can be realized upon them in excess of 
about $26,000 belongs to the County Treasury, 
and they are worth looking after.

THE TIMES TYPE. 


A Member of the Typographical Union 
Demonstrates the Absurdity of Mr. 
Storey’s Ciaim of Liberality to His 
Printers. 

To the Editor of Chicago Tribune, 
CaIcaGo, May 16.—An animated controversy 
has been going on between the editor of the 

Chicago Times and a member of the Typograph- 

ical Union, called forth by the boast of the for- 

mer that the compositors of the Times are better 
paid for their labor than the compositors in the 

Union offices in Chicago. 80 far, nothing but 

assertions have been made to prove the position 

taken by either party to the controversy, and 
with your kind permission I will endeavor to 
demonstrate the facts in the case for the ben- 
efit of the public in general and the members of 
the craft in particular. The compositor is paid 
for his labor at a st¢pulated price per 1,000 ems. 
This really means 1,000 squares of the body of 
the type to be measured, and should properly 
be called 1,000 squares, but as the printer 
bas from time immemorial habituated himself 
to turning the letter m first horizontally and 
then vertically to find the exact square of the 
body of the type, and to cast up his 1,000 meas- 
ure, it is customarily, but improperly, termed 
the 1.000 em measure. The smalter the body of 

the type, the smaller is the space which 1,000 

squares of the type will eccupy, and While the 

compositor must fill the space of 1.000 squares 
with reading matter, or matter of any other 
character required, a separate measure is neces- 
sary for each size of type. There is no uniforin- 
ity in the churucter of the type cast by the 
type- founders, tor, while two fonts of type may 
be cast upon precisely the sume square of the 
body, the faces of the letters may vary so that 
the alfabet of one font would incastire 
but 12 ems, While the sifabet of the other 
would measure 15 ems or squares. The com- 
positor upon one font would pick up 26 letters 

and be paid for 12 ems, the compositor working 
upon the other would pick up 26 letters and be 
vaid for 15 ems, and in this proportion for all his 
labor. Thus oue compositor would have an ad- 
vantage over another of 2 per cent, and, if they 
each received 40 cents per 1,000 ems for their 
labor upon the two varying fouts, would it not 
be false to assert that one was paid as much as 

the other? With these explanatory remarks, I 

would call your attention to the type at present 

in use by Tae Tripuneg, /nter-Ocean, and Times, 
of this city, and then I will try and demoustrate 
the value of each to the compositor:

FINANCIAL. 


Stecks were strong. Reading and Western 
Union, ex. certificates, made notable advances. 
After the opening, rumors of impending labor 
troubles and heavy sates to realize caused a 
halt in the rise, but there were no symptoms of 
weakness. 

Conservative advice was proffered by wire 
from New York that this was a good time to 
take profits, and that stocks looked for the pres- 
ent high enough.
